Having helped to defeat the eight-hour law, ‘‘The Farmers’ 
Protective League,’’ organized to protect the well known farmers 
affiliated with the Merchants, Manufacturer’ and Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, is girding itself for a fight against the initiative and refer- 
endum. 

The league is to be a permanent organization, according to the 
last issue of the ‘‘Farmers’ News,’’ the league’s official paper. Head- 
quarters will be maintained at Sacramento. 

‘While the Legislature is in session,’’ says the paper, ‘‘the 
league will have a representative—call it lobby if you choose—to 
present the wishes of agriculturists to the legislators. Opposition 
will be directed against proposed measures believed to be detrimental 
to farmers and the league will advocate proposals considered worthy 
of support.’’ 

There is money behind this league and their lobby at Sacra- 
mento will be a powerful one. By measures detrimental to farmers 
is meant legislation in the interest of the workers. | 

It is first intended to practically repeal the initiative and refer- 
endum laws by amendments that would make the getting up of 
petitions practically impossible. Here are the amendments these 
“‘farmers’’ are going to fight for at Sacramento next year: 

First—That all initiative petitions, duly sponsored, shall be kept 
available for signatures only at the offices of the registrar of voters 
or county clerks of the various counties, where citizens may sign 
same during regular business hours; or petitions shall be kept at 
places where county clerks or registrars maintain offices for purposes 
of registering eligible voters. 

Second—That no person be permitted to solicit a voter for his 
signature to a petition within the offices of county clerks or registrars 
or, adjacent corridors or on the premises, but county clerks shail 
cause notices to be posted within their offices calling attention to the 
proposed initiative petitions, thereby affording all registered voters 
‘the opportunity of signing the petitions if they desire. a, 

; Third—A reasonable increase in the percentage required to- 
initiate a law. 

If the cireulating of petitions is prohibited, if the number of 
signatures necessary to place a measure on the ballot is to be greatly. 
increased, direct legislation will be effectively throttled in Cali- 

Labor legislation, the eight-hour law and the initiative and 
referendum is this ‘‘Farmers’ League’s’’ idea of measures detri- 
mental to farmers and it is undoubtedly detrimental to the kind 
of farmers the league represents—farmers that belong to the M. M. 
& E., and whose chiéf crop is the misery that is the result of low 
wages and long hours. 

This lobby is powerful and it will work with all its power to 
prevent the passing of any legislation favorable to labor, besides 
erideavoring to amend the initiative and referendum out of exist- 

The workers of the state should fully realize the danger of this 
lobby of ‘‘farmers’’ at the capital. Every labor organization should 
pass resolutions protesting against any tampering with the initiative 
arid referendum and send copies of the resolutions to members of 
the Senate and the Legislature.
